"Humnn rascality seemo to have reached 
its limit of ingenuity," said J. U Cannon. 
Vice-President of the Fourth National 
Hank, New York City. "I have not 
heard of any new methods of bank 
swindling ror some time. The same old 
games or raised checks, signing the 
names or cashiers on tbe back of paper 
uud similar devices of swindling arc 
tried now as in years past. We have re 
duced this class of swindling to the mini 
mum in New York by asking some very 
pointed questions and by insisting upon 



UltfCI 
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matter of forged paper tbe most keen- 
wilted paying-leller is sometimes out- 
witted in New York and other large 
cities, but very seldom . Taking into con- 
sideration tbe amount of money that in 
ordinary times of business passes over 
the counter in a New York bank in (he 
course of a day, the amount of fraud 
committed in the course of a year is very 
small. The swindlers, such as the check 
raisers, etc.. have of late been confining 
themselves largely to tntetior banks, but 
even with them of late they have been 
particularly unfortunate. Then, too, we 
have reduced the loss of money to a mini 
mum as rar as sneak thieves are con 
ctrned. You rarely hear nowadays of 
men walking into banks in the East and 
picking up a package of $10,000. $15,000 
or $20,000 and then disappear success- 
fully. We now keep our banknotes be 
bind iron gratings, where it is exceed- 
ingly difficult to graft' them, to use a 
slung expresslou among thieves An- 
other thing that has reduced Ik* looting 
of banks to the minimum is the deter 
mined, swift and persistent manner in 
which the banking associations hunt 
down criminals. We spare neither time 
nor expense in hunting them down, and 
v.e are sworn whou caught and con- 
victed to see that thoy are safely locked 
up. When released we see to it that 
their every movement is watched. Every 
forger, check raiser and sneak thief 
»n to the law is under continuous 
eillancc in all of our large cities, 
and. under the Dertilion system, if one of 
ibis class commits a crime elsewhere, lie 
can be easily identified."

The imports ef the 
month were worth £30,618.854, an in- 
crease of £378,393, or 1.23 per cent. 
There still remains a deficiency on the 
nine months; but the figure has been 
reduced to £662,301. Had it not been 
for the lower prices ruling for wheat 
and cotton throughout the greater por- 
tion ef the year, this decrease would not 
hare to be recorded; for in bulk the im- 
port trade of the nine months has exceed- 
ed that of 1894. 

,'Luekily. our experts have been ad- 
vancing by such leaps and bounds that 
the lower range of prices has not affect- 
ed their monetary value to the same ex- 
tent as it has the imports. For the 
month the gain is fcT.882.620, or 10.38 per 
cent., and for the nine months the aug- 
cheB £3,loT,»W, or 119 per 
MBt. One rather odd feature abant 
figures is the fact that one-half 
increase comes under the head of 
yarns and textile fabrics, although one 
department of oar textile fabrics has 
bean very hardly hit. The great pros- 
parity of the wool trades has. fortunate- 
ly, more than offset the retrogression in 
cotton, though that reflection brings 
email consolation to Lancashire. 

"The total gain for the nine months 
Under yarn and textiles is C3,207,67F, 
and as the value of woolen tissues taken 
by the raited States has been about $1,- 
730,000, and of wonted tissue* nearly 
fl5,00o,im greater than in 1*94. no Jur- 
I her search for the origin of the im- 
provement in the trade returns need be 
Made. 

"The lowering of the American Tar- 
if has been our salvation, and it cannot 
be said that we have shown much reci- 
procity, for instead of taking ths in- 

\ creased value of our shipments across 
V*# Atlantic in kind, we seem to hate 
bought less American produce. It is 
needless to go Iteyond our own Board of 
Trade returns to find an explanation of 
mfoai deal of the monetary trouble in 
the United States. 

"Practically every pennu that was 
subscribed here toward the recent Amer- 
icon loan has been got back through the 
expansion in the exports of woolens and 
worsted*, but ths United States has n 
BMajfoufi her increased purchases to tho 
articles. last month she bought less 
raw wool than in September, 1894, bat 
had to pay more for it. She took r 
cotton pieces, more iron, more alkali and 

' more of sundry articles whieh need not 
bt speclfled. In some instances the rap- 
id growth of the i receding months re- 
Mttod In a slight check In September, 
hut in all these cases the figures of the 
nine mouths show a big advance on 
MM.

"Last month India and Argentina 
sent us more wheat than the United 
States, and Kusslaand Romania together 
also topped the American figures. These 
are all factors that must be borne in 
mind in judging the outlook in the 
UatM States, and it Is unfortunate that 
hey are so consistently overlooked 
hat country Itself. The increase In the 
purchase of British manufactures may 
not be maintained; but, on the other 
hand, the United States must count on 
the competition in wheat and maize be- 
coming more and more intense 
time goes on£ 

All records In these states were bro- 
ken by the vote in Maryland and Ken- 
tucky in the recent elections.

miles of the murderers. 

i all six murders are reported, the 
orlme being committed on last 
iday on Eagle creel*, when three 
' brothers named Uinton and a man 
named Searles were killed and hor- 
ribly mutilated. On Tuesday a farmer 
named Merrill and his 18-year-old niece 
were slain in the road six milles west 
of Ash Springs. The girl had been 
outraged and was fearfully mutilated. 
The scenes are on th'e borders of the 
reeeserTation, and many miles dls- 
tant from telegraphic communica- 
tion, so that complete particulars 
are not obtainable. There were six 
Indiana in the party, two mounted and 
four on foot, but it would be an easy 
matter to steal bosses for the entire 
party. A party of miners from Dun- 
can, Ariz., left in advance of the sol- 
diers, heavily armed and well mounted 
and at last accounts were following 
the Indians within two hours. These 
crimes <lo not Indicate an outbreak 
serious trouble, being the work ol 
few murderouH^>ucks whose action is 
condemned by the reservation Indians, 
who are contented. 

All remaining cavalry at Fort Bayard 
were ordered out Hunday to make a 
forced march into Arizona for the pur- 
pose of co-operating with troops »1 
ready out. including those from Fort 
Grant to assist in the capture of rene- 
gade Indiana A report was also tele- 
graphed to Tort Bayard that the citi- 
zens posse under the leadership of the 
Park brothers which had taken the 
trail immediately after the discovery 
of the murders, had engaged in a fight 
with the Indiana near Clifton, Ai 
and that one or more of the posse had 
been killed. This is not verified but 
was telegraphed to the commanding 
officer at- Fort Bayard. The depart- 
ment is exerting every effort in the 
movement of troops to cut off the band 
from escaping across the border into 
old Mexico.

Loawnr, Dec. 8.— The Daily News 
Saturday published a letter from an 
American missionary at Marsovan, 
which gives details of the recent mas- 
sacre there. Among other statements 
the writer aays; ••The storm broke 
over Marsovan at noon on the 
on the alarm that the 
mosque had been attacked by 
the Armenians. The Turks at once 
made an onslaught on the' market 
There they seemed to have slaughtered 
the Armenians right and left while 
others attacked and looted private 
houses. The bloody work began near 
our premises. We eould her the storm 
of yells and shrieks mingled with pis- 
tol and musket shots and the fierce 
battering at doors, and especially on 
the side nearest the girls' boarding 
school. 

"The pandemonium reigned until it 
had spent itself there, and then it 
surged to the rioher fields nearer the 
markets. The bullets same humming 
over and struok the girls' aehooL 
Finally the firing grew more distant. 

"We had two Qireassians en the 
premises who did good service. We 
sent them to communicate with the 
Caimakan, whom he found patrolling 
the city and checking the bloodshed. 
He said he had already sent soldiers to 
surround our premise* They were 
soon perceived in tquads outside the 
walls and allowed no raid on out 
grounds. 

"Towards night the Caimakan him- 
self oame and brought us a guard of 
twenty-five men, who remained on the 
premises all niirht long. Their assur- 
ances were very fair and God grant 
they may remain faithful, and that the 
mass of helpless boys and girls, pupili 
In the schools, huddled together in oui 
houses, may be spared. 

"Aside from the fear of what raigh'
